ADVICE AND THE REVISERS. 
The revisers and the revision committee 
have received numerous letters fr/un law­ 
yers suggesting provisions which should be 
incorporated into the new edition of the 
revised statutes. The substance of many 
of their letters has been published by the 
Milwaukee Sentmel to show the drift of 
the legal 
sentiment regarding 
certain 
changes in the statutes. Among the sug­ 
gestions coming from the Janesville bar 
are these: 


Ex-Speaker Cassoday asks an]am end- 
ment In the interest of a town in Rock 
Cjuoty, that elections shall be held at the 
town hall of any town if they have one. 
John Nichols proposed that lo the ex­ 
emption laws the word "or" in the phrase 
“$200 worth of tools and implements or 
stock in trade," should be changed to 
“and." Mr. Nichols also suggested the pro­ 
vision which was adopted as to division 
fences between village aud city lots. 


A. A. Jackson thought life tenants should 
have a right to erect and remove buildings 
on the estate, and that grantees, mortga­ 
gees or diviseee of such tenant should have 
the same right to remove buildings erect­ 
ed by him. 
Mr. Jackson also urged that 
provision should be made by law for the 
discharge cf a guardian when the infant 
becomes of age, or the disability of the in­ 
sane or other ward is removed.

The bird then proved of 
such value that diligent efforts have been 
made by European Governments to im­ 
prove the breed.

The race is to 
take place on June 14, when pigeons 
brought from New York city will be lib­ 
erated at Sunbury, Pennsylvania ; Phila­ 
delphia birds at Huntingdon, Pennsylvania; 
Troy birds at Auburn, and Utica birds at 
Albion. The Utica birds have been tried 
several times during tho past fortnight 
over a part of their course ; from Roches­ 
ter to Utica, a distance of 125 miles. At 
every trial the birds have flown swiftly 
back to Utica. A race of 500 miles dis­ 
tance, for a prize of $100 in gold, is soon 
to take place.
